Bedmciion of Taxation. 


Tnxos have been reduced within tue 


last seven years, nearly three hundred 
millions dollars, and the national debt 
hns been reduced in the same time over 
four hundred and thirty-five millions 
dollars. By refunding the C per cent. 
bonded debt for bonds bearing 5 and >iyt 
per cent, interest respectively, tbe an- 
ual interest ha& been reduced from over 
one huudrsd and thirty millions of dol- 
lars in 1869 to a little over one hundred 
millions dollars in 1876.

WASIIISGTON, December 5th; — The 


following is the President's Message, as 
delivered to Congress to-day: 


To the Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives : 


In inbmitling my eighth and last an- 


nual Message to Congress, it seems pro- 
per that I should refer to and in some 
degree recapitulate tha events and offi- 
cial acts of the past eight years. It was 
my fortune, or misfortune, to be called 
to the office of Chief Executive without 
any previous political training. From 
the age of seventeen I had never eren 
witnessed the excitement attending a 
Presidential campaign but twice antece- 
dent to ray own candidacy, and at but 
one 
of 
them 
was 
I 
eligible 


as 
a 
voter. 
Under 
such cir- 


cumstances, 
it 
is but 
reasonable 


to .suppose that errors of judgmen t 
must have occurred. Even had they 
not, differences of opinion between the 
Executive, bound by an oath to a strict 
performance of his duties, and writers 
and debaters must have arisen. It is 
not necessarily evidence of blunder on 
the- part of the Executive because there 
are these differences of views. Mistakes 
have been made, I admit, bnt it seems 
to me oftener in selections made of as 
sistants appointed to aid in carrying 
oat the various duties of administering 
the 
Government, 
in nearly 
every 


case 
selected 
without a 
personal 


acquaintance with the eppointee, but 
upon the recommeudatipn of the repre- 
sentatives chosen by the people. It is 
impossible where so many trusts are to 
b« allotted, that the right parties should 
bo choien in every instance. ' History 
shows that the Adofinistration, from the 
time of Washington to the present, has 
never been free from these mistakes. 
But I leave comparisons to history, 
claiming only that I have acted in every 
instance from a conscientious desire to do 
what was right and constitutional, -with- 
in the law, and for the best interests of 
the whuie people. 
My failures have 


been errors of judgement, not of intent. 
My civil career commenced, too, at & 
most critical and difficult time—less 
than four years before, the country bad 
emerged from a conflict inch as no 
•ther nation had ever survived. Nearly 
one half of the States had revolted 
against th« Government, and of those 
remaining faithful to the Union & large 
percentage of the population sympa- 
tized with the rebellion, and made an 
•nemy in the rear almost as dangtrous 


and the approaches thereto, hostilities 
there have grown out of the avarice of 
the white men who have violated our 
treaty stipulations in his search for gold. 
The question might be asked why 
hns not 
the 
Government enforced 


obedience to tha terms of the treaty 
prohibiting the occupation of the Black 
Hills region by tho whites. 'The an- 
swer is simple. 
The first emigrants to 


the Hills were removed by troops, but 
the rumors, of fresh discoveries of gold 
took into th.it region increased 
num- 


bers. Gold has been found in n. paying 
quantity and an effort to remove the 
miners would only result iu the deser- 
tion of the bulk of tho troops that might 
be sent there to remove them. All dif- 
ficulties in this matter have been re- 
moved, subject to the approval of Con- 
gress by a treaty ceding the Black Hills 
and approaches to settlement by citi- 
zens. The subject of the Indian policy 
and treatment is so fully set forth by 
the Secretary of the Interior aud the 
-Commissioner of Indian affairs, and my 
views so fully express therein, that I 
refer to their reports and recommenda- 
tions as my own. 


Our Foreign Relations. 


The relations of the United States 


with foreign powers continue on a 
friendly footing. 
Questions have arisen 


from time to time iu tha foreign rela- 
tions of the Government, but the United 
States have been happily free during the 
past year from the complication of for- 
eign powers. 
The diplomatic corres- 


pondence submitted herewith contains 
information as to certain of the matters 
which have occupied the Government. 
The cordiality which attends our rela- 
tions .with the 
powers of« the earth 


has been 
plainly 
shown 
by 
the 


general participation of foreign nations 
in the exhibition 
which 
has 
just 


closed, and by the exertions made by 
distant powers to show their interest in 
and friendly feeling toward the United 
States in the corcmemoritiou of the 
Centennial of the nation. Tho Govern- 
ment and people of the United States 
have not only fully appreoiated this ex- 
hibition of friendly feeling, bnt it mny 


expected that no small benefits will 


result both to ourselves aud other na- 
tions from a better acquaintance aud 
better appreciation of our mutual advan- 
tages and mutual wants. 


Our Diplomatic Serricn. 


Congress at its last session saw fit to 


nnd gress of March 24, 1871, the Prtsidenl 
-,,-nn I was authorized, when he should receive 


' satisfactory information that the Otto- 
man Government or Unit of E.^ypt had 
organized new tribunals likely to secure 
to citizens of United States tho same im- 
partial justice enjoyed uuder the exer- 
cise of judicial functions by diplomatic 
and consular offices of the United States 
to suspend the separation of tho Act ol 
June 22. I860, nnd to accept fnr citizi-ns 
of the United States jurisdiction of thi 
new tribunals. Satisfactory information 
bring received of the organization ol 
such new tribunals in Egypt, I caused 11 
proclamation to be issued ou the 27ih of 
March hist, suspending the operation of 
the Act of "June 22, ISliO, in Ejjyjjt, nc- 
cordiug to tbo provisions of the Act. (A 
copy of the proclamation iireoinpaiiio 
thia message.) 
Tho United States has 


united with the other powers iu the or- 
ganization of thesa Courts. It is hoped 
that the jnrisdiotiunul quentiuus which 
hare arisen may be readily adjusted, 
and that this evidence in judicial reform 
there, may be hindered by no obstacles. 


Treaty with Hawaii. 


The necessary legislation to carry into 


effect the conditions of the Hawaiian 
Commercial Beciprocity Treaty, con- 
cluded with the Hawaiian Islands, in 
1875, having had proclamation, to carry 
it into effect, ft Convention, as provided 
by the Act, approved August 15, 1S7G, 
was duly issued in September, lust, a 
copy thereof accompanies this message. 


TJie Mexican Trouble. 


The commotions which have been 


prevalent in Mexico for some time 
past, and which, unhappily, seem to 
be not yet wholly quieted, have led to 
complaints by citizens of the United 
States of injuries by persons of author- 
ity. It is hoped, however, that these 
will ultimately be adjusted to the satis- 
faction of both governments. The fron- 
tier of the United States in that quar- 
ter has not been exempt from nets of 
violence by the citizens of one Republic 
on those of the other. The frequency 
of these are supposed to be increased, 
and their adjustment more difficult b.\ 
considerable changes in the course ol 
the lower part of the Rio Grande river, 
which river is a part of tha boundary 
between the 
two 
countries. These 


changes have placed on either side ol 
flint river portions of laud which by ex- 
isting conventions belong to th« juris 
diction of the Government on the oppo 
sits side of the river.

For these reasons, immediately npon 
the passage of the bill making appro- 
priations for the diplomatic and con- 
sular service for the present year, in- 
structions were issued to the represen- 
tatives of the United States at Bolivia, 
Ecuador and Columbia, and to the 
Consular Officers for whom no appro- 
priations had been made to close their 
respective legations and consulates, and 
cease from tho performances of their 
duties.

The Court ot Cdmmissionera o! the 


Alabama Claims, whose functions were 
continued by an Act of the last session 
of Congress, until the 1st day of Janu- 
ary, 1877, has carried on its labors 
with diligence and general satisfaction. 
By tho report from the Cleric of the 
Court, transmitted herewith, bearing the 
date November 14, 1876, it appears that 
during the time now allowed by law the 
Court will have disposed of all the 
claims presented for adjudication. Tha 
report also contains a statement of the 
general result of the labors of the Court 
to date thereof. It is a cause for satis-' 
faction that th'e method adopted for the 
satisfaction of tho classes of claims sub- 
mitted lo the Court, whi.ch are of long 
standing,. and justly entitled to early 
consideration, should have proved suc- 
cessful and acceptable. - 


Therftnnndary Dispute. 


It is with'satisfaction that I am ena- 


bled to 8ta<« that the work of the Joint 
Commission for determining the bound- 
ary Hni between the United States and 
the British Possessions, from the north- 
west angle of the Lake of the Woods to 
the Rocky Mountains, commenced in 
1872, has been completed. The final 
agreements with the Commissioners, 
with the maps, have been duly signed, 
»nd the work of the Commissioa is 
completed. The filing of the boundary 
upon the Pacific coast by the protocol 
ol March 10, 1872, purgnant to the 
award of the Emperor of Germany, by 


some .years since, and the amount has 
been trauslerred to the claimants. 


Mexican Cliiims Commission. 


It is with satisfaction that I am abl 


to announce that the Joint Commission 
for the adjustment of claims between 
the United States and Mexico, unde: 
the Convention of 1868, the duration o 
which has been several times extendec

claims, eight hundred aud thirty-oiiu 
were dismissed or disallowed, and in 
ona hundred and fifty-seven cases awards 
were made iu favor ot claimants against 
the United States, amounting iu ihe ag- 
gregate to $15.0-19,841. By the ttraisof 
the°C'JUveutioii tho amount of these 
awards is to be deducted from the 
amount awarded iu favor of our citizens.

able to express the acknowledgments due 
to Sir Ed-.vard Thornton, the umpire of
